To the Warden and Members of the Council of the County of Oxford: | 

Gentlemen:—Your Committee beg leave to submit to you a 
brief summary of the work carried out under our direction on the 
County Road System during the past year: 


There has been expefided on the County Road System to Decem- 
ber Ist, the sum of $91,583.98, of which $73,442.44 was for materials, 
supplies and contract work. The balance of $18,141.54 was paid on 

wages and salaries. 


The estimated net expenditure for the year is $103,100.90. The 
Province of Ontario subsidy and the City of Woodstock share on the 
Suburban Area will amount to $52,550.45, leaving the County’s share 
of the cost $50,550.45. The amount levied by the County for County 
road purposes was $54,500.00, making an estimated surplus in the 

- County road account for the year of $3,949.55. 


General 


The expenditure in the general account will be well within the 
estimate of $2,745.00. The expenditure on machinery repairs will 
be approximately the estimated amount of $3,500.00.
